Mayor Jim Driskell read both 
letters of resignation and after a 
brief discussion both were accepted. 

Councilman Layman Tindol rec- 
ommended the two slots be filled to 
bring the department back up to full 
Strength, but the council only 
agreed to allow an auxiliary patrol- 
man to serve part-time until the va- 
cancies could be advertised and a 
full-time officer hired. 

The approval to employ Jerry 
Gilbert as a full-time officer was 
tabled after Councilman Cole stated 
he had spoken to a stat: agency and 
had been told that to hire Gilbert 
would leave the city in a "gray area" 
legally. 

It was reported that Gilbert had 
worked off and on with the depart- 
ment for several months; however, 
it was mentioned that Gilbert had 
declined to attend the police acade- 
my and it was that fact that appar- 
ently led to the delay in his em- 
ployment. 

The usually routine approval of 
bills for payment hit a slight snag 
when Councilman Frank Britt ques- 
tioned a bill for $34 for changing 
locks and purchasing new keys at 
city buildings. 

Mayor Driskell stated that the re- 
cent tumover in employees had re- 
sulted in a great number of keys be- 
ing lost and the change was needed 
as a security measure. 

A town meeting will be held on 
March 27 at 7:00 at the Senior Cit- 
izens Center to give the citizens an 
Opportunity to voice their concerns 
about the city. 

The meeting was recommended 
by Councilman Cole and the dates 
were approved by the council.

The group heard reports from the 
Soil Conservation Service (SCS), 
State Senator Foy Covington, con- 
servationists and planning engi- 
neers, 

SCS District Supervisor Charlie 
Harper (who lived in Elba many 
years ago before becoming SCS su- 
pervisor) briefly addressed the bene- 
fits of the project before turning the 
discussion over to Jim Brown for 
more details. 

Brown displayed maps of the 
proposed lake and explained that 
any drawings or estimates of lake 
size and height and location of the 
dam were estimates at this time. He 
explained that until detailed engi- 
neering studies could be made any 
of these were subject to change. 

According to Brown, a dam just 
north of Ariton would impound 
about one-third of the water availa- 
ble from Pea River. He hastened to 
point out that this water could be 
released in regulated amounts to 
benefit all downstream users. 

The Pea River in this area has 
slightly less than a 4-foot-per-mile 
drop, he explained; thus a 30-foot 
high dam would create a lake about 
10 miles long and a mile wide and 
would cover about 5,000 acres of 


William R. Thompson, assistant 
state conservationist, urged the peo- 
ple of the river basin not to polar- 
ize. He strongly suggested that they 
keep an open mind, get all the facts 
about the project. He said his de- 
partment was present to join in and 
find out how the project could help 
the people in the area. He stressed 
the need for clean water and the pos- 
sible benefits this lake could have 
in working toward cleaner water, 

David Lord, planning engincer 
for Alabama Electric Co-op in An- 
dalusia, addressed the group and ex- 
plained the possiblity of installing 
"low-head" generators at the site and 
how it would work if proven practi- 
cal. Lord told Elba Mayor Fred 
Moore that this project could pro- 
vide more usable water to the Elba 
Hydro dam than is now available. 
He said that by regulating the flow 
during heavy rains and dry periods, 
the Elba dam could actually benefit. 

State Senator Foy Covington 
announced that a $200,000 condi- 
tional appropriation had been placed 
in the Alabama General Fund bud- 
get by the Senate and it was now in 
conference committee with the state 
house but he expected it to survive, 
However it would be June of 1990 
before the money could be availa- 
ble. 

Several speakers referred to the 
average rainfall in the river basin 
and classed it as "almost 6 feet". 
They noted that most of this ran off 
and needed to be conserved now and 
even more so in years to come. 

The next mecting will be held 
Arpil 6, 1989, at 2:00 p.m. The 
meeting will be held in the offices 
of South Alabama Electric in Troy. 


Stolen car found 
in Elba recently 


A routine check on an abandoned 
car in Elba led to the recovery of a 
car reported stolen in Georgia in 
December, 1988. 

Officers noticed a 1977 Interna- 
tional Scout parked on Buford 
Street, in Elba, on March 5 and ran 
a routine check on the vehicle. 

It was learned that the vehicle 
had been reported stolen in Hines- 
ville, Georgia in December, 1988 
and the vehicle was confiscated by 
local authorities.

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Police cutbacks discussed 
at New Brockton meeting 


Mayor Jim Driskell, members of 
ihe New Brockton City Council and 
officers in the city's police depart- 
ment met on Tuesday night, Feb.28 
at the New Brockton City Hall to 
discuss recent published reports 
concerning cutbacks in the depart- 
ment. 

City councilman Laymon Tin- 
dol, who serves as the city's police 
commissioner, opened the meeting 
by Stating that the purpose of the 
meeting was discuss the status of 
the department and to clear the air 
on recent reports about cutbacks 
within the department. 

"We have had some changeover 
in the police department recently," 
admitted Tindol, "but the moral in 
the department is now the highest it 
has been in years." 

Tindol remarked that recent pub- 
lished reports in THE ELBA 
CLIPPER questioned the effec- 
tiveness of the department and the 
police department's ability to pro- 
tect its officers and the citizens in 
New Brockton. 

Before Tindol could continue, 
councilman Charles Cole demanded 
to know why Police Chief Gordon 
Lueck was not in attendance. 

"Tam for what is right," declared 
Cole, "and it's not right to discuss 
the police department without the 
chief being here. I talked with the 
chief and he told me he was not 
asked to come to the meeting. It is 
not right. He shouid be present!" 

Tindol answered Cole by stating 
all the officers knew of the meeting 
and insisted that Chief Lueck had 
been contacted. 

Cole again stated he had spoken 
to Chief Lucck and was told no one 
had contacted the chief concerning 
the meeting. 

After assuring everyone present 
that at future meetings all officers 
would be notified, Tindol stated that 
the city had never had a radio dis- 
patcher at work 24 hours a day, sev- 
en days a weck, and that while the 
city's only full-time dispatcher had 
been laid of, the radio was being 
manned by members of the depart- 
ment's auxiliary force and patrol- 
man were in constant contact with 
cither the dispatcher or another 
town. 

While Tindol continued to ques- 
tion the newspaper's claim that no 


dispatcher was on duty, he did admit 
that even with the help of the auxil- 
lary policemen, the police station 
didn't have a dispatcher at the sta- 
uon around the clock, 

Tindol also questioned the claim 
in the newspaper article that the di- 
verter used by the city was not de- 
pendable, 

The diverter is placed on the tele- 
phone when no once is at the police 
station and automatically relays the 
incoming calls to the county or an- 
other city police station. 

While Tindol called the system 
dependable and reported the diverter 
kept the local citizens in touch with 
law enforcement officers, Cole stat- 
ed he had called the station a num- 
ber of times and never had his call 
diverted to another office. 

Tindol and a policeman present 
did admit the system had recently 
undergone repairs and later stated a 
new diverter had been purchase 
when the existing unit was hit by a 
surge from lightning. 

"We have as good a police de- 
partment as we've had in a long 
time,” said Tindol, "and while there 
may be other problems in the city, 
there aren't problems in the police 
department! I resent political and 
personal problems becoming in- 
volved in the police department." 

Councilman Cole remarked the 
problems within the city were 
caused by a lack of communications 
and used the police chiefs absence 
at the meeting as an example. 

"Unity is no accident," said 
Cole, “it is a result of hard work. 
We have to do what is right and to 
do that we must know what is go- 
ing on. The people who elected us 
expect us to know what is happen- 
ing within the city and they have 
that right." 

Mayor Driskell pointed to the fi- 
nancial problems facing the city and 
declared "A lot of the problems in 
the police department will soon be 
going away,” and explained that 
many of the city's financial woes 
could soon be healed. 

Councilman William Goodson 
stated "The city of New Brockton 
has been under a lot of pressure in 
recent months that started back dur- 
ing the election and since then out- 
siders have tried to dig up anything 
they can.” 


Capital murder trial set to 
start March 20 in Elba 


The capital murder trial of a 
Georgia man accused in connection 
with the 1985 murder of a rural 
Coffee County resident will go to 
trial on March 20 at 9:00 a.m. at 
the Coffee County courthouse, in 
Elba. 

Timothy David Stubbs, age 20, 
of Manchester, Georgia, is charged 
in connection with the July 25, 
1985 kidnapping, robbery, murder- 
for-hire and murder of James Edward 
Nelson, age 55, a resident of the 
Antioch Community. 

During his arraignment last 
week in Pike County, Stubbs ap- 
plied for juvenile status; however, 
the application was denied because 
the Alabama Court of Appeals had 
previously upheld Judge Gary McA- 
liley's ruling that the accused be 
tried as an adult. 


On July 25, 1985, Nelson was 
reponedly abducted from his home 
by iwo youths hired by Easton Dar- 
ris Mullis, allegedly due to jealous- 
ly over the fact that Nelson's es- 
tranged wife was living with 
Nelson. 

Nelson's body was found under 
the Conecuh River Bridge by a 
pulpwood crew seven hours after 
the abduction and it was later re- 
vealed the victim had been shot in 
the head. 

According to testimony in earlier 
hearings, the two confessed to kill- 
ing Nelson for $10,000. 

Stubbs, now serving a nine-year 
sentence for his Feb.22, 1986 es- 
cape from the Coffee County jail, 
could face a possible death sentence 
or life without parole if convicted

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Holtville rally ousts Tigers from sub-state 77-74 


The Elba Tigers saw a 14-point 
halftime advantage vanish late in 
the game last Tuesday night as the 
Holtville Bulldogs rallied to oust 
the Tigers from 3A sub-state action 
77-74, at Holtville. 

The loss left the Tigers with a 
final record of 10-12, while Holt- 
ville upped its record to 23-5 with 
the win. 

Elba opened the game ina sticky 
man-to-man defense and took advan- 
tage of numerous Holtville turno- 
vers and the hot shooting of Bennie 
Daniels to pull out to a 21-17 ad- 
vantage. 

Elba remained on top throughout 
the second quarter and exploded late 
as Bennie Daniels hit a pair of 
three-pointers to go in at the half 
with a shocking 46-32 lead! 

Holtville changed its defense in 
the third quarter in an attempt to 
shut down Daniels, who nailed five 
three-pointers in the opening half, 
and the change in defense worked as 
the Bulldogs outscored the Tigers 
21-10 in the stanza to chop the 
Elba lead to 56-53. 


Elba remained on top throughout 
much of the final stanza and clung 
to a narrow 70-69 lead with 2:21 
left in the game, only to see Holt- 
ville score with 2:09 left to take its 
first lead of the night at 71-70.

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LEGAL NOTICE 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN 
ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; provid- 
ing further for the assessment and col- 
lection of ad valorem taxes on motor ve- 
hicles, transferring certain duties and 
responsibilities of the Revenue Com- 
missioner to the Probate Judge requiring 
an additional bond of the Probate Judge; 
providing for the deposit of fees and 
commissions in the general fund of the 
county; and defining terms. 

Be it enacted by the legisla- 
ture of Alabama: 

Section 1. In Coffee County the 
Judge of Probate shall perform all duties 
relative to the assessment and collection 
of taxes on motor vehicles in Coffee 
County, which the Revenue Commis- 
sioner is required under the general law 
to perform. The Revenue Commissioner 
shall be relieved of all duties and respon- 
sibility relative to the assessment and 
collection of taxes on such motor vehi- 
cles, and the Judge of Probate in all 
such counties shall have all duties and 
responsibilitics,relative to the assess- 
ment of collection of taxes and issuance 
of motor vehicle licenses. For the pur- 
poses of this act the term motor vehicle 
shall mean the same as defined in Code 
of Alabama 1975, Title 40, Chapter 12, 
Article 5 as amended, + 

Section 2. Before entering upon the 
additional duties imposed by this act, 
the Judge of Probate shall execute an ad- 
ditional bond in suchpenal sum as may 
be prescribed by the governing body of 
the county, giving as surety thercon a 
bonding company authorized to do busi- 
ness in this state. The bond shall be 
conditioned as other official bonds, shall 
be approved by the governing body of 
the county, and shall be filed and record- 
ed in the office of the clerk of the circuit 
court of the county, A certified copy of 
such bond shall be furnished by the Pro- 
bate Judge to the State Comptroller. 
Premiums on such bond of the Probate 
Judge shall be paid from the general 
fund of the county. 

Section 3. The county governing 
body shall furnish suitable quarters or 
such additional space if any be necessary 
for the efficient performance of the addi- 
tional duties of the Probate Judge, and 
shall provide for the transfer of all ne- 
cessary forms, books, records, station- 
ery, supplies, and equipment from the 
office of the Revenue Commissioner to 
the office of the Judge of Probate as 
shall be pertinent to the transferrence of 
the duties and shall thereafter provide the 
same, except such stationery, forms and 
supplies as are furnished pursuant to law 
by the State Department of Finance or 
the State Comptroller and the State De 
partment of Revenue. The county gov- 
eming body shall also provide such 
clerks, deputies and other assistants for 
the Judge of Probate as are necessary for 
the proper and efficient performance of 
the duties of his office. The Judge of 
Probate shall have authority to select, 
employ and discharge at will such 
clerks, deputies and other asssistants and 
to fix their compensation; but the num- 
ber and compensation of such deputies 
and other assistants shall be subject to 
the approval of the county governing 
body. Such compensation shall be paid 
out of the general fund of the county in 
the same manner as other county em- 
ployees are paid. 

Section 4. The Judge of Probate 
shall charge and collect the same fee that 
is prescribed in the general law for a like 
service when performed by the Tax As- 
sessor, Tax Collector, Revenue Com- 
missioner, or License Commissioner as 
the case may be. All such fees shall be 
the property of Coffee County and shall 
be paid into the general fund of the 
county. 

Section 5. To prevent motor vehicles 
from escaping taxation, and to provide 
for the more efficient assessment and 
collection of taxes due on same, no li 
cense shall be issued to operate a motor 
vehicle on the public highways of this 
State, nor shall any transfer be made by 
the Judge of Probate as provided under 
this act until the ad valorem tax on such 
vehicle shall have been paid in the coun- 
ty for the preceding year as evidenced by 
receipt of the Judge of Probate, if the 
motor vehicle belongs to a resident of 
Coffee County or is principally used or 
operated in Coffee County. ; 

Section 6. A. Every person, firm or 


corporation residing in or owning amo 
tor vehicle which is principally used in 
Coffee County who desires to operate a 
motor vehicle on the public highways 
of Alabama shall first return such motor 
vehicle for ad valorem taxation to the 
Judge of Probate; and the Judge of Pro- 
bate shall issue a certificate of assess- 
ment on a form prescribed by the State 
Department of Revenue, shall collect 
the tax as shown thereon, and shall 
make a duplicate of the tax receipt and 
keep same on file in his office. The li- 
cense tag shall be evidence of the pay- 
ment of the license and ad valorem tax 
due as provided under this act. 

B. Valuation for ad valorem as- 
sessment of motor vehicle shall be at 
the same rate and on the same basis as 
is provided in Code of Alabama 1975, 
Title 40, Chapter 12, Article 5, as here- 
tofore or hereafter amended, and all pro- 
visions of law with respect to the as- 
sessment on a quarterly basis are hereby 
incorporated in this act and made a part 
hereof, 

C. The Judge of Probate of Cof- 
fee County to which this act applies in 
addition to assessing and collecting the 
ad valorem taxes due the state and coun- 
ty on motor vehicles, shall collect. the 
ad valorem taxes on motor vehicles due 
all cities in Coffee County and he shall 
report and pay over the money collected 
for said cities at the same time and in 
the same manner as state and county 
taxes and licenses are reported and paid 
over by him. The Judge of Probate shall 
receive a commission of five percent of 
the amount of city taxes collected for as- 
sessing and collecting such taxes and he 
shall deduce said commission from the 
amount collected before paying the city 
treasury. The Judge of Probate shall not 
issue a license to operate a motor vechi- 
cle on the highways of this state until 
all ad valorem taxes due the said state, 
counties and cities are paid for the pre- 
ceding tax year as shown by his tax re- 
ciepl 

Section 7. The said Comptroller, the 
State Department of Revenue and the 
State Department of Finance are hereby 
required to furnish to the Coffee County 
Judge of Probate all books, records and 
blanks now or hereafter required by law 
to be furnished to Probate Judges, Tax 
Assessors, Tax Collectors, Revenue 
Commissioners, or License Commis- 
sioners in connection with the perfor- 
mance of their duties in the issuance of 
automobile license plates, and the as- 
sessment and collection of the ad valo- 
rem tax on motor vehicles, 

Section 8. The Judge of Probate 
shall receive for the assessing and col- 
lecting of state and county ad valorem 
taxes on motor vehicles the same fees 
charged and commisions fixed by law to 
be paid to Tax Assessors, Tax Collec- 
tors, Revenue Commissioners, or Li- 
cense Commmissioners, for like servic- 
es, All such fees and commissions, 
including those charged for ad valorem 
taxes on motor vehicles due all cities in 
Coffee County shall be piad into the 
general fund of the county. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act 
are severable. If any part of the act is de- 
clared invalid or unconstitional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part 
whicii remains. 

Section 10. All laws or parts of laws 
which conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 11. The provisions of this 
act shall be retroactive to December 1, 
1988.

Ezgs And Cholesterol 

Even if you're watching you 
cholesterol intake, you don't have 
to quit cating eggs. Three egg yolks 
per week are allowed, while egg 
white may be caten freely since it 
contains no fat or cholesterol. 

In fact, the egg white is the lean- 
est, lowest calorie protein choice 
available (15 calories per egg 
white). Two egy whites are equival- 
ent in protein content to one ounce 
of meat. Two large egg whites con- 
tain 6.5 grams protein, no fat, no 
cholesterol, and only 30 calories. 

You can make some simple 
modifications to your diet and con- 
tinue eating eggs. In egg-based reci- 
pes such as omelets, quiche or 
scrambled eggs, substitute two egg 
whites for one whole egg for half of 
the eggs in the recipe. Try substi- 
tuting egg whites in recipes calling 
for whole eggs. Two egg whites 
can replace one egg in muffins, 
cookies and puddings. Add one tea- 
spoon of oil if fat is needed in the 
recipe. 


Older Women And Healthy 
Bones 

Research by the USDA has 
shown that older women can main- 
tain healthy bones through endu- 
rance exercise, 

The study compared 15 women 
between the ages of 55 and 70, who 
had been running at least 10 miles 
per week for two or more years, 
with sedentary women of the same 


age range. The runners averaged 20 
pounds lighter and 5 percent less 
body fat than the sedentary women, 
even though the runners consumed 
more calories. 

The bone density was the same 
for both groups, meaning that the 
runners had greater bone mineral 
content for their weight. None of 
the runners began running until af- 
ter menopause, Their level of exer- 
cise before menopause was about 
the same as the sedentary group's, 
indicating that they did not start 
with more bone mass.

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


What was foot washing? Why do 
some churches practice foot 
washing as a church ordinance? 


John 13 tells us of our Lord's last Passover meal with his disciples. It 
was at this meal that Jesus instituted the observance of the Lord's Supper, or 
communion. Sandals were the standard footwear for the people of Palestine, 
so walking the dusty roads of Palestine made the feet dirty, Ordinarily at a 
special occasion such as a Passover meal, a servant would wash the feet of 
the guests. On this occasion, none of the twelve was humble enough to per- 
form this necessary task for the others. Thus Jesus sour to teach His dis- 


ciples the necessity of humble service to one another. 


faving finished, Je 


sus asked His disciples,"Know ye what I have done to you? Ye call me 
Master and Lord: and ye say well; for so I am. If I then, your Lord and Mas- 
ter, have washed your feet; ye also ought to wash one another's feet. For | 
have given you an example, that ye should do as I have done to you" (John 


13:12-15). 


Jesus said, "I have given you an example, that ye should do as I have done 
to you.” Note that Jesus spoke to individuals about an “example.” The ex- 
ample was one of service. Although there are many references to the carly 
church partaking of the Lord's Supper (Acts 2:42, Acts 20:7, 1 Cor. 11:23- 
30), there are no New Testament references to the early church washing fect. 
The only other reference to "feet washing" is in 1 Timothy 5:10, where it is 
listed as only one of several good works that a godly widow would be ex- 

ted to do. Thus foot washing was a necessary custom for first century 
alestine, but was for the individual to do, not the church. 

The practice of “foot washing" as a religious custom is a misunderstand- 
ing of what Jesus was telling His disciples. He was giving them an example 
of humility and service, not another religious ordinance. Jesus washed both 
fect of every disciple, and he washed them because they were dirty. They 
needed to be washed! It was done because it was a necessary service - that the 
disciples should have taken care of themselves. 

Jesus said on another occasion,"Whosoever will be great a:nong you, let 
him be your minister. And whosoever will be chief among you, let him be 
your servant: even as the Son of man came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ransom for many" (Matt. 20:26-28). We need 
to always keep His example of service before us!

The John Tower debate continues in Washington, We don't know if any of 
the charges (rumors) we hear about him are true and it really doesn't matter 
at this time.

Two of the numbers he picked were 12 
and 25. His reasoning was that these were the numbers for Christmas and 
it sounded good to him. Someone who wanted to could probably take this 
information on picking the Christmas date as gambling numbers and write 
a book that would do to Christians the same as the book Satanic Verses 
has done to the Moslem world... . . remember the reaction to the movie 
about Jesus’ life that is different than the Bible version. 


Again two divers have died while exploring an underwater cave in Florida. 
This one was in Walton County, We have never done any diving, but are 
puzzled as to why these drownings continue to happen. Experts know all 
the safety rules for divers and the divers themselves are schooled in all the 
potential problems in these caves, yet we still have drownings every year.

This would be the best in 
most cases, if not necessarily for the patient, for sure for the worried fami- 
ly members. We hope hospital officials can address this problem in the 
near future,

His cooper- 
ation with, and sympathy for, 
Communist causes was well- 
known, King attended the Commu- 
nist school in Mt. Eagle, Tenn.; he 
was trained there with other well- 
known Communists. 

Edgar Hoover, director of the 
FBI, said, "King was the biggest 
liar in the USA, He was both smart 
and dangerous. King's claim for 
heading a so-called non-violent 
movement was a total fake. These 
and other facts are fully document- 
ed." j 

In a book of the history of the 
troublesome times, titled "It Is 
Very Simple," written by Alan 
Stag, it is clear what King's goals 
were. 

We only have three days to hon- 
or individuals; we have Christmas 
to honor the birth of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; another to honor the birth- 
day of George Washington, the fa- 
ther of our country; then Martin 
Luther King, one of the worst rab- 
ble rousers in the history of our na- 
tion. 

These three birthdays are cele- 
brated as the law of the land. Con- 
gress passed the King birthday be- 
cause the members of Congress 
wanted the Negro vote. 

The Ist of January costs the tax- 
payers millions of dollars in pay to 
public employees, and thousands in 
business and commerce, 

Believe what you will, but any 
intelligent person knows these 
facts.

Two Elba police officers were 
honored Monday night for bravery 
in the line of duty. The awards were 
given by Police Chief Freddie Han- 
chey on behalf of the Elba City 
council. 

-In other action the council voted 
to repair the Mulberry pool; install 
new backstops on two ballfields at 
Legion Field; approved a resolution 
supporting four-laning of Highway 
84 from Dothan westward; approved 
a resolution to pay a computer firm 
30 percent of collected money for 
license fees owed by out-of-town 
insurance companies; approved in- 
stallation of a flow gauge at the 
sewer lagoon: opened bids on un- 
leaded gasoline; approved a manage- 
ment contract for federal grants and 
approved the monthly bills for pay- 
ment. 

Chief Hanchey told council 
members his department had re- 
ceived 128 complaints during the 
previous two weeks. They had is- 
sued twenty-seven traffic citations, 
including two DUI and had made 
four criminal arrests. During this 
same period a total of 24 dogs had 
been impounded by the animal con- 
trol officer. 

The council has received com- 
plaints that some dogs are picked 
up repeatedly. Hanchey recommend- 
ed that a sliding fee be installed, 
with increases for each repeat viola- 


tion. 

Council members agreed to in. 
Stall this new fee schedule as soon 
as the ordinance could be revised. 
There will be a cap of $20 for eact 
violation for repeat offenders, 

Police Officer Dale Cobb was 
awarded the Silver Star for Bravery 
and the Legion of Honor for inju- 
ries received in the line of duty, Of- 
ficer Patrick Norris received the Sil- 
ver Star for Bravery. Both awards 
©ome from an incident which hap- 
pened on February 17 when Cobb 
attempted to make an arrest. He was 
hospitalized with stab wounds from 
that incident. Norris is credited with 
coming to Cobb's rescue. 

The council voted to move for- 
ward with repairs to the bottom of 
the Mulberry pool. Council mem- 
bers were told it leaked about two 
feet of water a day during the past 
summer, The cost is expected to be 
less than $2,000. 

A gauge to measure the flow at 
the sewer lagoon was approved by 
the council. This is required for 
Elba to remain a Prepared City, ac- 
cording to Chamber of Commerce 
officials. The purpose of the meas- 
urement is to determine how close 
Elba is to reaching capacity at the 
facility. The initial cost estimates 
are in the neighborhood of $5,000.

School board discusses policy of 
using buses on extended trips 


The Elba City School Board met 
for a routine meeting last Thursday 
evening but soon bogged down over 
a request for a sixth-grade overnight 
trip to Huntsville in May. 

Middle School Principal Dale 
Crowe presented the request and the 
board members reviewed policies 
established earlier in the year when 
other groups had requested trips. 

It was noted that the board had 
voted to not approve the use of 
school busses for any trip exceeding 
100 miles, This was for economic 
as well as safety reasons. 

However, according to Crowe, 
this policy was established before 
purchase of the four new diesel 
powered busses. 

Superintendent Lamar Foley ex- 
pressed concern over the cost of 
such trips and recommended the 
board approve the trip for the stu- 
Gents but not the use of the two 
sch6ol busses. 

After a motion to acceyit the rec- 


ommendation of Foley failed to 
pass, another motion was made to 
approve the trip and this passed 
unanimously. 

The board also quickly approved 
field trips to the Montgomery zoo 
by special education students of the 
elementary and middle school and 
also a trip by the first grade to the 
Montgomery zoo. 

Board members were told that 77 
band students had indicated they 
were planning to make the trip to 
Clearwater, Fla., and 70 of these 
had paid a portion of the charges. 
Only 49 had paid $50 or more. 
They had until March 10 to pay 
these funds. Principal Mickey 
McCollough explained to board 
members that he and the band direc- 
tor would meet and discuss the trip 
after this March 10 deadline.

Chemical technicians conduct 
inspection of labs at city schools 


There are an estimated 800 Ala- 
bama public school laboratories 
which may contain improperly 
stored, outdated or unlabeled hazard- 
ous chemicals and one Alabama 
company has announced a plan to 
aid the schools solve the potentially 
dangerous problem. 

Chemical Waste Management, 
in response what the state Emergen- 
cy Management Department called 4 
"potential threat to students," an- 
nounced recently that it had begun a 
pilot program which will aid a lim- 
ited number of Alabama schools in 
the complex and difficult task of in- 
ventorying, packaging and properly 
disposing of the potentially hazard- 
ous chemicals. 

Chemical Waste Management, al 
no cost to the 12 schools chosen 
for the project, have already begun 
sending technicians to the schools 
with the task of identifying as 
many as 285 common chemicals 
found in typical high school labora- 
tories. 

The program will involve identi- 
fying all of the chemicals in the 
labs and determining the proper 
storage or disposal methods for the 
chemicals. ; 

Special containers provided by 
Chemical Waste Management will 
be used in the removal of the chem- 
icals and the technicians will pre- 
pare all shipping manifests and do- 
cumentation required by state and 
federal law. 

The proper method of disposal 


for many of the chemicals will be 
inceneration, which will require the 
hazardous wastes to be exported to 
Illinois, which hosts an incinerator. 

During a stop at Elba High 
School last week, the technicians 
conducted a thorough inspection of 
the chemistry lab and took a careful 
look at every bottle and jar stored in 
the lab, looking for chemicals that 


have been declared hazardous as well 
as checking the containers housing 
the chemicals. 

All potentially hazardous chemi- 
cals and containers were removed 
from the storage room and a com- 
plete list of the items removed was 
left at the school, allowing the 
schools to know exactly what was 
removed and what must be replaced. 


"We had many items removed by 
the technicians,” stated Elba High 
principal Mickey McCollough, 
"and while it may be expensive to 
replace all the chemicals removed 
from the shelves, we all want to 
make sure our labs are safe and we 
appreciate what has been done to in- 
sure the safety of our students,” 


Registrars chairman asks commission

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 13, at 9:00 at the county

Registrars chairman Alfred Ed- 
wards told the commission that the 
office was in reality a "stepchild" of 
the state due to the fact the state had 
control of the office, while the 
commission was saddled with most 
of the bills, 

Edwards told the commission 
that his office failed to meet state

$2900 and the funds will come 
from the recreation budget. 

The council approved a resolu- 
tion supporting the 4-laning of 
Highway 84 from Dothan west- 
ward, Initial plans call for the work 
to begin on the stretch from Wick- 
sburg to Enterprise. 

SouthEast Alabama Regional 
Planning & Development Council 
was approved to manage the drain- 
age grant recently received by the 
city. This firm had done the initial 
paperwork for the grant. 

The council entered into an 
agreement with a state computer 


firm to collect insurance licenses. 
This firm will follow up with com- 
panics that haven't already paid the 
fees, They will receive a 30 percent 
commission, only on the funds 
they collect. The last deal the city 
had on these funds called for a 50 
percent commission fee, 

Bids for 8,000 gallons of unlead- 
ed gasoline were opened. Only two 
firms offered a bid, with Gulf Oil 
being low at 65.9¢ per gallon. The 
bid price is good only through 
March 15, 

The council approved payment 
of bills totaling $10,157.25. 


Flim flan: artists hits Elba area 


Coffee County law enforcement 
officials are warning area residents 
to be on the lookout for a possible 
"flim flam" operation underway in 
the county concerning floor cover- 
ing being sold door-to-door, 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul, an elderly Elba 
man was robbed of a large amount 
of money last week by two men 
who entered the home of the victim 
posing as floor covering salesmen. 

The two men reportedly went to 
the home of the 70-year-old man 
and while one man delivered a bo- 
gus sales pitch, the other man al- 
legedly searched the house and 
found a large amount of money, 
which was later discovered to be 


missing. 

Sheriff Paul stated that first of 
the month is a favorite time for the 
flim flam artists to hit elderly resi- 
dents because of the arrival of social 
security checks and warned that it is 
never safe to have large amounts of 
money at home. 

"Some elderly people don't trust 
banks and keep a lot of money at 
home," said Paul, “but it's not safe 
and tragedies happen like the one 
that happened last week." 

Shenff Paul urges all residents 
to be on the lookout for salesmen 
of any kind that they do not know 
and to contact the Sheriff's office if 
approached by anyone fitting the de- 
scription,

regulations for square footage of of- 
fice space (450 square feet) and 
urged the commission for additional 
space, then recommended that the 
offices in Elba and Enterprise be 
consolidated into one office to serve 
the entire county. 

"With two offices it is hard to 
serve the people as efficiently as 
needed," stated Edwards, "and by 
having one office, all records could 
be at that site and it would help 
solve a lot of the problems we now 
face," 

The commission gave no re- 
sponse to the request for consolida- 
tion; however, it did take notice 
when Edwards requested that the 
parttime employee terminated at the 
last meeting be put back to work. 

Edwards reported that his office 
needed a computer operator to help 

with getting the county's poll list 
updated and on computer, and de- 
clared it would take a minimum of 
six months before the change over 
to computers could be completed, 
even with the additional employee. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that the parttime em- 
ployee was terminated at the request 
of the commission when it was 
learned that the registrars office was 
over $10,000 over its budget for 
salaries after only six months of the 
fiscal year. 

Edwards disputed the figures and 
questioned whether his office had 
even spent a total of $10,000 dur- 
ing the six month period, 

The commission and Edwards 
discussed the need for the added em- 
ployee at length and then voted 5-1 
(Eagerton voting no) to re-employ 
the computer operator for a two- 
week period until the commission 
could examine the budget. 

After Edwards left the meeting, 
the updated financial statement was 
reviewed and it was discovered that 
while the budget had allocated a to- 
tal of $6,000 for salaries for the 
registrars office, the actual salary 
costs had already exceeded $18,000. 

The commission discussed the 
matter again briefly and then agreed 
to make a final decision at the next 
meeting, 

The architect for the new county 
health department was back at Mon- 
day's meeting and explained that 
minor adjustments had been made 
to the square footage to met slate 
recommendations. 

Architect Don Bowden told the 
commission that the total square 
footage was now at 15,932, but as- 
sured the commission the project 
was still within the $1 million bud- 
get and stated that invitations to bid 
would be sent out in early May. 

Comm. Jim Dubose questioned 
where the funds to furnish the 
building would come since the ex- 
isting health office was approxi- 
mately 4,000 square feet and the 
new building would be almost 
16,000 square feet and Bowden an- 
swered that many of the furnishings 
were included in the construction 
costs, while other actual desks and 
chairs would have to be either 
brought from the existing offices or 
purchased. 

Comm. Billy Eagerton stated 
that he would not vote to spend 
"one cent" over the amount budget- 
ed, while the other commissioners 
made no statements concerning the 
ever increasing costs of the facility. 

The routine approval of a resolu- 
tion seeking state support in the 
four-laning of Highway 84 from 
Wicksburg to Enterprise caused mi- 
nor controversy when Comm. Jim 
Dubose asked the commission to 


amend the resolution. to include 
four-laning the highway through 
Elba and all of Coffee County. 

Comm. Dubose declared "I agree 
with the idea to four-lane Highway 
84 from Wicksburg to Enterprise, 
but J'm afraid that once that is done 
the next push will be to have 84 
four-laned from Enterprise to Opp, 
bypassing both Elba and New 
Brockton. Highway 84 needs four- 
laning; however, it would hurt all 
of Coffee County if the road was re- 
routed south of Elba and New 
Brockton and | think this commis- 
sion needs to go on record whenever 
possible pushing for the highway 
to remain on its existing route.” 

The commission told Dubose it 
had already passed such a resolution 
and voted 5-1 (Dubose opposed) to 
adopt the resolution as read, _ 

The termination of a highway 
department employee by the county 
engineer was discussed, with at 
least one commissioner going on 
record with his believe that the 
commission or the grievance com- 
mittee should be made aware of ter- 
minations before they become final. 

The termination in question was 
explained by the assistant county 
engineer and the cause of the termi- 
nation was stated in the letter of ter- 
mination; however, the need for the 


. grievance committee to take a part 


in the process was discussed, while 
no Official action was taken.
